The number ef Births registered had fallen steadily from 11,492 in 
927 to 8,521 in 1932. The totals for subsequent years have been 
rregular, that for 1937 being 8,985 (8,911), an increase of 74 on 1936 
ind of 46,4 on 1932, but still over 2,600 below the annual average of the 
‘ears 1910-29, and the crude birth rate 15.25 (15.17) is the lowest 
“xcept for four recent years.

. IV. DEATHS. 5,247 (5,464). 


During the year 5,247 (5,464) deaths were registered, a decrease oF 
117 on the previous year. Rates per 1,000 of the mean population were 
}.91 (9.30). Cotmencing with 1922 there had been a general, though 
rregular, fall in the death rate until 1933, when the rate of 8,44 was the 
‘owest on record. The rates for the last 4 years have been higher again 
shough irregular.

There was an increase of 2U in the number of deaths of Infants under 
_ year of age, the numbers being 297 (277). ‘The death rate for 1936 of 
31,09 had been just a little in excess of the world record of 30,96: for 
Jew Zealand. The 1937 rate increased to 33.05 which is the lowest S. A, 
rane Geent for 1936 and 1933. The infantile death rate in this State 
is only about half the rate 20 years ago, and one third of the rate around 
L900,

VII. EXTERNAL VIOLENCE. 


There were 1./ more accidental &c. deaths, 13 less suicides and 2 
more homicides in 1937 than in 1936. Total accidental &C. deaths ie 
511 (264), chief causes being :- Falls 62 (50), automobiles 105 (76), 
burns 18 (14), Drowning 40 (35), railways and tramways 21 (23), firc- 
arms 6 (10). 


VITI. TUBERCULOSIS, CANCER, HEART DISEASES AND NEPHRITIS. 


Except for irregular movements since 1930, the rate per 10,000 of 
mean population for tuberculosis has been showing a heavy continuous fal. 
the rate for 1957 being less than half of the rate 20 years ago. 

Cancer had been showing a fairly continuous rise, but during the last fev 
years the rate has been fluctuating, that for 1937 showing a decrease on 
the high rate of 1936. The increase in latter years is not so serious as 
it would appear from the crude death rate, for most cancer deaths are or 
older persons, and these now constitute a much larger proportion of the 
population.
